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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This action is responsive to application filed August 09, 2001. 

2. Qaims 1-7 have been examined, 

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to because of the following informalities. 

a. Figures 1, 9A, llA, 12A, 14, 15E, 17A, 17B appear to not have proper 
left mai^in. 

b. Figures 17A and 17B appear to not have proper top mai^in. 
Correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. § 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly 
pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his 
invention. 

5. Claims 2 and 3 ate rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

6. Claims 2 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C § 112, second paragraph because 
they contain the trademark or trade name "JavaScript'^^" and ''VBScript'^^." Where a 
trademark or trade name is used in a claim as a limitation to identify or describe a 
particular material or product, the claim does not comply with the requirements of 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. See Ex parte Simpson, 218 USPQ 1020 (Bd. App, 
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1982). The claim scope is uncertain since the trademark or trade name cannot be 
used properly to identify any particular material or product, A trademark or trade 
name is used to identify a source of goods, and not the goods themselves. Thus, a 
trademark or trade name does not identify or describe the goods associated with the 
trademark or trade name. Accordingly, the identification/ description is indefinite. 

Claim Rejections - 35 US.C. § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C 
§102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office 
action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or vised by others in this country or patented or described in a 
printed pubKcation in this or a foreign covintry before the invention thereof by the applicant 
for a patent,

Claim 2 

The rejection of base claim 1 is incorporated. SAMS further discloses iJihemn 
the saptirjg lar^M^ is JamScript (see at least Chapter Hour 4).

These features are the same features recited in claim 1 applied to a subclass of a 
child class. The same rejection is thus applied. 

Qaim 7 

Since claim 7 recites a computer- readable medium that contains software for 
simulating the inheritance properties of object-oriented programming language when 
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programming using a scripting language comprising the method steps of claim 1, the 
same rejection is also applied. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

9. The following is a quotation of the 35 U.S.G 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained thoxigh the invention is not identically disclosed or 
described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter 
sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a ^ole would 
have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in 
the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

10. Qaims 3-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
SAMS as applied to base claim 1, in view of US. Patent No. 6,083,276. 

Qaim 3 

The rejection of base claim 1 is incorporated. SAMS does not specifically 
disclose ^uhemn the soiptirjglangM^ is VBScript However, Davidson teaches that Visual 
Basic scripting language (VBScript'^^ is part of a family multi-purpose "scripting" 
language like Javascript^^ that can be used to facilitate coordination and use of 
external components in the creation and configuration of component- based 
applications using a test-based descriptive attribute grammar (2:30-33). It would have 
been obvious to a person having ordinary^ skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to substitute one for the other in accordance with the application for the 
purpose discussed above. 
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Qaim 4 

The rejection of base claim 1 is incorporated. SAMS does not specifically 
disclose "uihemn the scripting lan^^ is used to assist in the pnssentation (f mdtinEdia amtent on 
a ziemng dedce. However, Davidson teaches script-oriented "authoring tools" such as 
Macromedia's® Director® for a user-friendly development of multi- media 
applications. It would have been obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art 
at the time the invention was made to use Davidson's feature in SAMS for the 
purpose discussed above. 

Qaim 5 

The rejection of base claim 1 is incorporated. SAMS does not specifically 
disclose i^herein a imbpa^ that contains the scripting langda^ is sent awra rmnark to a lieidng 
dedcE so that nudthwdia ojrteri mty bepmented on the mmng deuce. However, Davidson 
teaches script-oriented "authoring tools" such as Macromedia's® Director® for a 
user-friendly development of multi- media applications. It would have been obvious 
to a person having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to use 
Davidson's feature in SAMS for the purpose discussed above.
